Approximately 150 prospective part- 
time recreation leaders have filled to 
overflowing, the registration for the 
1960 Recreation Leadership Course to 
be held in Red Deer, Jfdjr 3 - 30. We are 
looking forward to working with these 
enthusiastic young people. Sponsoring 
groups are cordially invited to visit the 
school at any time to get a better idea 
of the training their candidates are 
receiving. 

Now a word to Recreation Depart¬ 
ments, Recreation Boards and other 
sponsors, of candidates to the 1960 
Recreation Leadership School—Do you 
have specific plans for your candidates 
upon return? How do they fit into your 
continuing Recreation picture? What 
are your plans for the fall? These are 
questions you should discuss thoroughly. 

Many of your candidates are quite 
young and will need help, encourage¬ 
ment and backing in whatever leader¬ 
ship situation they are placed. We men¬ 
tion this now, so your candidates can 
attend the course with more confidence 
and possibly be able to have specific 
community problems discussed. Spon¬ 
sors are further asked to bear in mind 
that this is only a four-week course 
for activity leaders. Although the course 
is broad in scope and very concentrated, 
successful candidates will be able to 
offer limited leadership and will need 
community support and backing at all 
times.

SHORT COURSE 

As you know, we have added an ad¬ 
vanced course for former playground 
course graduates. It is our hope that 
communities will be able to gain con¬ 
tinuity of leadership and encourage 
graduates to take the two years. We 


feel that many a potential, full time 
leader could be lost in the “drop out” 
years and we are well aware that 
camp leaders, seasonal staff, etc., are 
constantly looking for further train¬ 
ing and ideas. 

So, will you, with us, give this plan 
close scrutiny and give us your guid¬ 
ance and suggestions, as this is an¬ 
other leadership training step. 


Three Year Course 
For Recreationists 
Commences This Fall 

A three year course for Alberta rec¬ 
reation personnel who wish to improve 
themselves professionally will start this 
fall under the direction of the Com¬ 
munity Recreation Bureau, Cultural 
Activities Branch of the Department 
of the Provincial Secretary. The train¬ 
ing consists of a six month correspond¬ 
ence course annually and a two week 
seminar the first year with an eight-day 
seminar during the second and third 
years. Cost of the training plan will 
be $20.00 for the correspondence por¬ 
tion and a charge of $50.00 for the first 
year seminar. Second and third year 
seminars will cost $25.00. The seminar 
charges include tuition, room and board 
at the Banff School of Fine Arts. 

Write the Community Recreation Bu¬ 
reau for an application form. Persons 
employed full time in recreation will be 
given preference. To be eligible for this 
year’s course applications must be re¬ 
ceived prior to September 1, 1960. 


The first 7-day resident drama semi¬ 
nar to be held in the province at Olds 
this August is already receiving wide 
interest across the province. 

Headlining the list of instructors will 
be Mr. Robert Gill, director of the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto’s Hart House Thea¬ 
tre. Mr. Gill has a Master of Arts de¬ 
gree in drama from the Carnegie Inst- 
tute of Technology where, after gradu¬ 
ating, he became a member of the drama 
department, and was also drama director 
of the Pittsburgh Playhouse. Mr. Gill is 
widely known as one of Canada’s out¬ 
standing teachers and directors in the 
field of drama, and at the regional Dra¬ 
ma Festivals held in Alberta and Sas¬ 
katchewan last spring proved himself 
to be the most popular adjudicator the 
West has had in many years. 

Also on the staff will be Mr. Frank 
Holroyd of the Drama Department of 
the University of Saskatchewan, Mr. 
Ariel Davis, a professional theatre 
lighting man from Salt Lake City, and 
Mr. Gerald Baril, a well-known Alberta 
make-up specialist. 

The course is expected to be quite 
intensive. 

As enrolment will be limited, per¬ 
sons interested in applying for the 
course are advised to get their applica¬ 
tions in as soon as possible. Application 
deadline is July 1st. The fee for the 
entire seminar is $20, to cover tuition, 
and room and board in full.
